So  much  has  been  siiul  and  written  about 
New  Philaildphia  that  stransrers  and  the 
rising  generation  are  almost  led  to  l>elieve 
that  the  importance  of  our  city  is  of  late 
date,  losing  sight  of  the  fact  that  a  century 
ago  Philadeljihia  was  the  chief  social  and 
political  centre  and  commercial  metropolis 
of  the  country,  as  well  as  the  capital  city  of 
the  Federal  Union.  Philadelphia  ships  then 
sailed  almost  every  .sea,  and  her  merchants 
were  known  in  every  avenue  of  commerce. 
Many  of  the  institutions  and  buildings  of 
the  city,  which  were  then  unsurpassed  in 
America,  have  long  since  faded  from  mem- 
ory: but  fortunately,  during  the  years  1798, 
IT'JO  and  1800,  a  series  of  sketches  were  made 
of  the  most  prominent  places  in  the  city, 
and  a  number  of  these  are  here  reproduced 
from  originals  in  possession  of  Mr.  Julius  F. 
Sachse,  of  the  Historical  Society  of  Penn- 
sylvania, and  in  comparison  with  similar 
institutions  of  the  present  day  they  will  form 
an  interesting  studv  : 

Plate  I.— Philadelphia,  A.  D.  1800,  from  the 
Treaty  Elm,  Kensington.  At  that  time  but 
two  buildings  in  the  city  had  steeples,  viz., 
Christ  Church  and  the  Second  Presbyterian 
Church  at  Third  and  Arch  streets.  Ship  car- 
penters are  at  work  in  the  foreground  to  the 
left  of  the  tree.  John  Fitch's  steamboat  was 
then  rotting  on  the  beach. 

Plate  II. — Arch  Street  Ferry,  for  a  time  the 
most  important  ferry  to  New  Jersey.  The 
ferry  house  and  bell  are  seen  on  the  left, 
while  a  large  East  Indiaman  looms  up  in  the 
centre. 

Plate  III. — Zion  Lutheran  Church,  at  south- 
east corner  of  Fourth  and  Cherry :  built  in 
17(56,  destroyed  by  tire  in  1794,  rebiiilt  in  1796, 
and  demolished  in  18G9.  For  many  years 
this  was  the  largest  and  finest  church  in 
North  America. 

Plate  IV. — St.  Michaelis  Lutheran  Church, 
at  northeast  corner  of  Fifth  street  and  Ap- 
pletree  allev  ;  the  first  Lutheran  Church  m 
Philadelphia;  built  by  Rev.  H.  M.  Muhlen- 
berg in  17-13  and  demolished  in  1870.  During 
the  British  occupation  it  served  as  a  garrison 
church. 

Plate  V.  —South  side  of  Market  street  from 
Third  street,  looking  east,  showing  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  founded  in  1704  and 
built  in  1794.  This  was  the  first  church  in 
Philadelphia  constructed  upon  a  Greek 
model.    It  was  removed  in  1820. 

Plate  VI. — View  out  Market  street,  west 
of  Fourth,  showing  the  Washington  sham- 
funeral  processional  December  26,  1799)  pass- 
ing toward  the  German  Lutheran  Church, 
the  Mastmic  i  irand  Ld^h^'e  following  the  bier. 

Plate  VII.— Buililing  erected  in  1792  by  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania  as  the  official  resi- 
dence of  the  President  of  the  United  States. 
This  mansion  was  loO  feet  square,  and  stood 
upon  the  site  now  occupied  by  the  Post  Office. 
It  was  sold  to  the  University  of  Pennsylvania 
and  torn  down  in  ls29. 

Plate  VIII..— Second  street,  north  from  Mar- 
ket, showing  the  old  Court  Hou.se,  built  in 
1707  and  demolished  in  1837.  Christ  Church, 
with  its  familiar  steeple,  is  also  shown. 

Plate  IX. — Congress  Hall,  at  southeast  cor- 
ner of  Sixth  and  Chestnut,  where  Congress 
met  from  1790  to  1800.  The  theatre  on  the 
north  side  of  Chestnut,  west  of  Sixth  street; 
built  in  1793  and  burned  in  1820. 


Plate  X.— Chestnut  street,  east  of  Sixth, 
A.  D.  1800,  showing  the  front  of  the  State 
House  and  narrow  footway,  the  rest  of  the 
sidewalk  unpaved. 

Plate  XL— Rear  view  of  State  House. 

Plate  XII.— State  House  gardens,  showing 
the  'Walnut  street  gate.  These  gardens  were 
laid  out  in  1785-86,  and  became  one  of  the 
famous  resorts  of  the  city. 

Plate  XIII.— Walnut  Street  Prison,  a  stone 
building  at  the  southeast  corner  of  Si.xth 
and  Walnut  streets  :  erected  in  1774.  It  was 
184  by  32  feet,  with  wings  on  the  east  and 
west  "extending  ninety  feet  southward,  the 
whole  inclosed  by  a  stone  wall  twenty  feet 
high.    It  was  demolished  in  183.3.     • 

Plate  XIV.— Almshouse,  on  Spruce  street, 
between  Tenth  and  Eleventh  streets;  built 
in  1767.  It  was  in  use  until  about  18:35.  This 
establishment  was  usually  known  as  "  The 
Bettering  House." 

Plate  XV.— Southwark,  with  Old  Swedes 
Church  (Gloria  Dei),  built  in  1700,  in  the  back- 
ground. The  vessel  upon  t'ne  stocks  is  the 
frigate  Philadelphia,  which  was  afterward 
captured  by  the  Algerines,  and  recaptured 
and  burned  in  the  harbor  of  Trijwli,  Feb- 
ruary 16,  1804,  by  Decatur  and  his  seventy 
gallant  tars. 

Plate  XVI.— The  "New"  Chestnut  Street 
Theatre,  Chestnut  street,  above  Sixth ;  built 
in  1822  and  torn  down  in  1855. 


■Where  the  Capital  Has  Been. 

The  capital  of  the  United  States  has  been 
located  at  dirterent  times  at  the  following 
places  :  At  Philadelphia  from  Septemlier  5, 
1774,  until  December,  1776  :  at  Baltimore  from 
December  20,  1776,  to  March.  1777  ;  at  Phila- 
delphia from  March  4, 1777,  to  September,  1777; 
at  Lancaster,  Pa.,  from  September  27. 1777,  to 
September  30,  1777:  at  York,  Pa.,  from  Sep- 
tember 30, 1777,  to  July,  1778  :  at  Philadelphia 
from  July  2,  1778,  to  June  30,  1783  ;  at  Prince- 
ton, N.  J.",  from  June  30, 1783,  to  November  20, 
1783 :  at  Annapolis,  Md.,  from  November, 
1783,  to  November,  1784;  at  Trenton,  N.  J.,  from 
November,  1784, to  January, 17'<5:  at  New  York, 
from  January  11,  1785,  ti)  179ii,  when  the  seat 
of  government  was  changeil  to  Philadelphia, 
where  it  remained  until  1800,since  which  time 
it  has  been  at  Washington. — St.Louis  Republic. 


A  Strong  Argument  for  Cleanliness. 

Seventy-eight  examinations  of  the  im- 
purities "under  finger  nails  were  recently 
made  in  the  bacteriological  laboratories  of 
Vienna,  and  the  cultivations  thus  produced 
showed  thirty-six  kinds  of  micrococci,  eigh- 
teen bacilli,  three  sarcina;,  and  various  va- 
rieties. The  spores  of  common  mold  were 
very  frequently  present.  It  is  sometimes 
said  that  the  scratch  of  a  nail  is  poisonous. 
There  is  no  reason  to  suspect  the  nail  tissue  ; 
it  is  more  likely  the  germs  laid  in  a  wound 
from  a  bacterial  nest  under  the  nail.  Chil- 
dren are  very  apt  to  neglect  to  purify  their 
nails  when  washing  hands  ;  and  this  "matter 
is  not  always  sufficiently  attended  to  among 
surgical  patients. — British  Medical  Journal. 


How  to  Button  a  New  Collar. 

Dip  the  till  of  your  finger  in  a  glass  of 
water  and  wet  the  buttonhole,  and  in  an  in- 
stant it  is  soft  and  pliable.  Put  on  the  collar, 
and  as  .soon  as  the  linen  round  the  button- 
hole dries  it  will  set  to  the  shape  of  the 
button-shank  and  hold  the  collar  firmly  to 
its  place. 
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URBAN  POPUIyATION  IN  1890. 


That  element  living  in  cities  or  other  closely  aggregated  bodies  of  population  is 
designated  by  the  census  as  "urban."  This  population  in  1890  was  18,235,670  in  a  total 
population  (including  Indians  and  Alaskans)  of  62,869,2>S5,  making  it  29  per  cent,  of  the 
total  population.  In  18S0  the  urban  population  was  11,318,547  in  a  total  population  of 
50,155,783,  or  22.57  per  cent.  During  the  past  century  this  class  of  iwpulation  has  gradually 
increased  from  one-thirtieth  up  to  nearly  one-third  of  the  total  population  of  the  country. 

In  defining  what  constitutes  a  city  in  each  case  the  Census  Oflice  has  consistently 
maintained  the  policy  of.including  only  such  population  as  lives  within  the  charter  limits, 
because  no  other  defined  limits  exist.  In  many  cases,  however,  this  does  not  give  to  the 
city  all  the  population  which  naturally  belongs  to  it.  Of  this  our  greatest  city,  New  York, 
is  a  forcible  example.  Within  a  radius  of  fifteen  miles  of  the  City  Hall  on  Manhattan 
Island  the  people  are  in  efTect  citizens  of  New  York,  so  far  as  their  business  and  social 
interests  go,  although  politically  they  live  in  different  cities,  counties  and  States.  This 
body  of  population,  the  commercial  metropolis  of  the  country,  contains  a  population 
considerably  in  excess  of  3,000,000,  or  two-thirds  tliat  of  London,  which  is,  similarly,  a 
congeries  of  municipalities.  Next  to  London,  New  York  and  its  suburbs  form  the  largest 
city  of  the  globe.

Me.^ning  of  a  Queer  Title.— There  are 
three  grades  of  pashas,  distinguished  by  the 
number  of  horse  tails  on  their  standard."  "In 
war  the  horse-tail  standard  is  carried  before 
the  pasha  and  planted  in  front  of  his  tent. 
The  highest  rank  of  pashas  are  those  of  three 
tails — the  grand  vizier  is  alwavs  es-officio 


such  a  pasha.  Pashas  of  two  tails  are  gov- 
ernors of  provinces  ;  it  is  one  of  these  ( iliicers 
that  we  mean  when  we  speak  of  a  ]>aslia  in  a 
general  way.  A  pasha  of  one  tail  is  a  sanjak 
or  lowest  of  provincial  governors.  (The  word 
pasha  is  the  Persian  pa— support  of  Shah,  the 
ruler.)" — Dr;/  Goods  Clironide.

Precautions  Against  Tliem  Advised  by  the  State  Board  of  Healtli. 


In  order  to  avoid  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria, 
sinallpox,  varioloid,  typhoid  fever,  typhus 
fever,  yellow  fever,  measles,  cholera,  dysen- 
tery, erysipelas,  mumps  and  whooping 
cough,  the  Pennsylvania  Board  of  Health 
advises  these 

GENERAL  PRECAUTIONS: 

See  to  it  tliat  your  family  and  yourself  are 
sucressfullv  va(Tiiiale<l.  'Unless  your  ser- 
vices are  needed,  stay  away  from  all  houses 
in  which  tliese  diseases  are  present.  Don't 
attend  I'uucral.s  frmn  any  of  these  diseases. 
Keep  childriMi  away  from  all  houses  in 
whieli  these  <liseases  pievail.  If  any  of  these 
diseases,  to  which  children  are  subject,  are 
eiiideiinc  in  a  town,  keep  your  chililreii  fruni 
(lav  and  Saljbath  schools,  from  churches, 
and  all  assemblies.  Be  sure  that  the  water 
volt  drink  is  pure;  well  water  is  always  to 
iie  suspected.  In  traveling,  it  is  safest  to 
drink  Dulv  bciiled  water,  such  as  one  gets  in 
tea  and  t'ollee.  When  liuying  or  renting  a 
liiuise  always  ask  if  it  has  Ijeen  free  for  the 
past  t\\<i  years  from  all  these  contagious 
ilisease-,  aiiil  demand  a  written  guarantee. 
I'Miicate  the  peoi^)le  of  your  neighborhood  as 
til  the  nature  ot  these  diseases,  and. what 
they  should  do  w-hen  they  occur.  Aid  in 
establishiuLc  a  local  board  of  health,  and  see 
that  yiiur  community  has  laws  in  reference 
to  cle'aiiliuess,  iiri\ate  funerals,  tlie  isolation 
of  those  sick  of  contagious  di.seases,  and  the 
closing  of  schools  and  churches  against 
tliose  living  in  houses  in  which  any  conta- 
gious disease  iirevails.  The  country  ]irivy 
and  the  city  <-e-siiool  shoulil  be  abolished 
everywliiTe'absolntely.  The  most  scrupti- 
lous'  cleanliness  jnust  be  enforced  every- 
where. When  contagious  di.seases  i)revail, 
do  not  send  your  clothing  to  the  public 
laundries.  There  should  be  a  notice  on 
e\ery  liousc  in  which  there  is  a  contagious 
diserise,  so  that  the  public  may  be  warned  to 
remain  away. 

If  one  is  required  to  be  about  a  person 
sick  with  a  contagious  disease,  he  should  eat 
Ids  meals  regularly,  take  exerci.se  in  the 
open  air  each  day,  get  his  usual  amount  of 
sleep,  and  dismiss  all  over-anxiety  as  to  the 
danger  of  contagion.  But  he  must  avoid 
tile  special  poison.  Do  not  take  the  breath 
of  the  sick  one.  Do  not  touch  with  the  lips 
any  food,  drink,  cup,  spoon,  or  anything 
elsi'  that  the  sick  person  has  touched,  or  that 
lias  been  in  the  sick  room.  Do  not  wipe 
your  face  or  hands  with  any  cloth  that  has 
iieen  on  or  near  the  sick  "person.  Do  not 
wear  any  clothing  the  .sick  person  has  worn 
durin.g,  just  before,  or  just  after  his  sickne.ss. 
Keep  your  hands  free  from  any  discharges 
from  the  body  or  skin  of  the  "sick  person, 
and  if  they  do  become  soiled,  wash  them 
so(jn  as  possible  in  water  containing  a  solu- 
tion of  chloiide  of  lime.  Do  not  touch  the 
sick  with  sore  or  scratched  hands.    Particu- 


larly avoid  receiving  into  the  body  through 
the  miaith  or  nose  any  of  the  scales  or  scabs 
from  the  skin  of  lh("i.se  sick  or  n'coveriug 
fnim  scarlet  fever  or  small-iiox.  Consum])- 
tives  should  spit  on  rags  and  these  should  be 
burned.  Their  sputa  shiaild  never  be  eaten 
by  chickens  or  other  domestic  animals,  as 
there  is  reason  to  believe  that  they  will  in- 
fect them,  and  they  in  turn,  through  'their 
meat,  other  human  bein.gs. 

Whenever  a  jilace  is  threatened  with  an 
epidemic  of  any  contagious  disease,  the 
local  board  of  health,  or  the  town  council, 
should  appoint  a  few  discreet  persons  who 
shouM  go  from  house  to  house  and  instrtict 
the  iieojile  in  what  they  shoul<l  <lo  to  avoid 
thethivateiied  dangiT. '  Thisshouhl  be  done 
without  creating  any  alarm.  'I'he  town 
should  be  tlioroughly  and  scieiititically 
cleaned  and  disiurected.aud  the  condition  of 
the  drinking  water  examined  by  an  expert. 

PRECAUTIONS  IN  THE  SICK  ROO.^I. 

1.— The  sick  chamber  should  be  as  large, 
airy  and  i)leasant  as  possible.  It  should  be 
in  ii  part  of  the  house  where  as  much  (|uiet 
as  ]>ossible  may  be  secured.  In  contagious 
diseases  it  is  best  to  have  the  sick  room  in 
the  upper  part  of  the  house,  so  that  the  air 
from  it  will  not  mingle  so  much  with  the  air 
of  the  house.  The  room  shoidd  have  means 
for  free  ventilation  witlnait  the  production 
of  draught.  All  unnecessary  articles  should 
be  removed  from  the  room. 

2.— The  ])atient  should  lie  isolated  in  the 
sick  room  from  tlu'  visits  of  all  except  his 
nurses  and  the  physician.  (This  does  not 
apply  to  ty  |ihoid  fever,  cholera,  ordy.seutery.) 

;i. — All  glasses,  cups,  or  otln'r  vessels  used 
by  the  ]iatient,  should  be  cleansed  in  boiling 
W'ater  before  lieing  used  l)y  others.  And  all 
foods  and  driid<s  touched  and  not  consumed 
by  the  sick  shi>uld  be  btirned  or  buried. 

"4. — The  discharges  from  the  bowels  and 
from  the  kidneys  should  be  received  on  their 
very  issue  from  the  body  into  vessels  charged 
with  disinfectants,  and,  after  thorou.gh  disin- 
fection,_  thrown  into  the  sewer,  or,  in  the 
country,  buried,  at  least  one  hundred  feet 
from  any  well  or  running  str(>am.  In  no 
case  shot'ild  they  be  thrown  on  the  suitaceof 
the  grcaiiiil  or  into  a  ruiniing  stream  of  walef. 
Rags  and  i>a]ier  whicli  have  become  coiitam- 
inateil  with  any  discharge,  should  be  burned 
at  once  in  a.  strong  tire.  It  is  well,  in  all  cou- 
tagiinis  diseases,  to  jilace  a  piece  of  rubber 
cloth  tuider  the  |iatient  to  prevent  the  dis- 
charges from  soaking  into  the  bed. 

5.— All  articles  of  the  patient's  clothing,  all 
sheets,  towels,  lurpkins,  bandages  or  sponges 
about  the  sick,  nuist,  before  being  taken 
from  the  sick  rocan,  be  thrown  info  a  tub 
containing  several  gallons  of  solution  of 
chloride  of  lime  (standard  solution.  No.  1), 
and  remain  in  it  three  hours.  Never  carry 
any  dry  clothes  from  the  sick  room  without 
disiidectioii.  After  disinfection  they  should 
be  thoroughly  boiled. 
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Ci. — Perfect  cleanliness  must  be  enjoined  in 
the  roiiin,  the  nurse,  and  the  person  of  the 
patient.  There  must  never  be  a  bad  smell 
in  the  room. 

7.  -It  is  hardly  necessary  to  say  that  in  all 
Contagious  diseases  the  patient  should  be 
under  the  care  of  a  skilled  physician. 

PRECAUTIONS  DrRING  CONVALESCENCE. 

The  patient  should  not  minsrle  with  the 
public  until  the  physician  certifies  that  there 
IS  no  danser  of  contajrion  :  he  will  not  be 
well  so  lonir  as  the  slcin  is  unhe.-ilthy  or  jieel- 
ini;  off,  or  as  there  are  any  sores  in  tlie  mouth, 
til  mat,  or  nose,  or  any  symptoms  of  dropsy. 
He  sliould  then,  under  "the  direction  of  his 
]iliysieian,  take  several  warm  baths  and  put 
una  new  suit  of  clothes  before  going  in 
public.  He  will  need  to  be  careful  of  expos- 
ing himself  for  some  weeks,  until  his  strength 
is  fully  recovered. 

PRECArXION.-i  IN  REGARD  TO  BURIALS. 

After  death  the  body  should  at  once  be 
wraiiped  in  u  sheet  saturated  with  a  solution 
of  corrosive  sublimate  (standard  solution. 
No.  2)  and  buried  as  soon  as  possible.  The 
funerals  should  be  private.  Newspapers 
should,  in  notices  of  death,  mention  disease, 
that  people  may  remain  away.  Undertakers 
should  not  furnish  chairs  at  funerals  of  those 
who  have  died  from  contagious  diseases, 
and  such  articles  as  they  regularly  use  in 
tlieir  business,  if  taken 'to  such  a  house, 
sh(  luld  be  washed  with  a  solution  of  corrosive 
sublimate  before  being  used  elsewhere. 

DISINFECTION  AFTER  RECOVERY  OR  DEATH. 

This  work  should  be  done  thoroughly,  and 
generally  it  will  be  best  done  by  an  iiitelli- 
gent  jxTson  who  has  had  experience  in  it. 
Burn  as  many  articles  about  the  sick  as  are 
not  too  expensive. 

STANDARD  DISINFECTING  SOLUTIONS. 

1.  Standard  Solution,  No.  1. — Dissolve  chlor- 
ide of  lime  or  bleaching  powder  of  the  best 
quality  (Containing  at  least  twenty-tive  per 
cent,  of  available  chlorine)  in  soft" water  in 
the  proportion  of  four  ounces  to  the  gallon. 

2.  Standard  Solution,  No.  2. — Dissolve  cor- 
rosive suldimate  and  permanganate  of  potash 
in  soft  water,  in  the  proportion  of  two 
ilrachms  of  each  salt  to  the  gallon. 

(Note. — 1.  This  solution  is  highly  poison- 
ous. 2.  It  requires  a  contact  of  one  hour  to 
l)e  efficient.  3.  It  destroys  lead  pipes.  4.  It 
is  without  odor.) 

3.  Standard  Solution,  No.  3. — To  one  part 
of  Labarraque's  solution  (liquor  so'lse  cfiloratx 
— U.  S.  P.)  of  hypochlorite  of  soda  add  live 
parts  of  soft  water. 

(Note.  —  Competent  authority  has  pro- 
nounced this  superior  to  all  other  disinfect- 
ants.) 

■1.  Standard  Solution,  No.  4. — Dissolve  cor- 
rosive sTiblimate  in  water,  in  the  proportion 
of  four  oiuices  to  the  gallon,  and  add  one 
drachm  of  permanganate  of  potash  to  give 
color  to  the  solution  as  a  precaution  against 
poisoning.  One  fluid  ounce  of  this  solution 
to  a  gallon  of  water  is  sulliciently  strong. 
Articles  should  be  left  in  it  for  two  hours, 
fine  gallon  of  standard  sfilution,  No.  1,  may 
also  be  mixed  with  nine  gallons  of  water, 
and  used  in  the  same  way.  No  article  should 
be  allowed  to  leave  the  infected  room  until 
it  has  been  either  disinfected  or  boiled. 

(Note.  —  Corrosive  sublimate  solution 
should  be  kept  in  wooden  or  crockery  vesseLs.) 


to  DISINFECT  DISCHARGES  FROM  THE  PATIENT. 

Use  Standard  solutions,  Nos.  1,  2,  or  3, 
keeping  a  pint  of  the  solution  used  constant- 
ly in  the  vessel  ready  for  any  emergi'ucy. 
Let  the  discharges  be  passed  directly  into 
the  solution,  then  let  a  pint  more  of  it  be 
added,  and  let  the  whole  stand  some  time 
to  be  thoroughly  acted  upon  before  being 
thrown  into"  the  sewer  or  being  buried. 
These  discharges  should  never  be  thrown 
into  a  privy  or  cesspool,  nor  into  a  numing 
stream,  nor  on  the  surface  of  tlie  ground. 

TO  DISINFECT    CLOTHING,  BEDDING,  AND  SUCH 
TE.XTILE  FABRICS  AS  CAN   BE  W.iSHED. 

Burn  as  much  as  possible.  Use  standard 
solution.  No.  4,  one  ounce  to  the  gallon  of 
water,  or  use  one  gallon  of  solution  No.  1,  in 
nine  gallons  of  water.  Let  the  goods  soak 
in  the  solution  for  at  least  three  hours  before 
they  leave  the  room.  Stir  them  up  so  that 
the"  solution  gets  all  through  the  goods. 
After  disinfection,  boil  the  goods  thoroughly. 

FOR    DISINFECTION    OF  WATER-CLOSETS,  SINKS 
AND  CESSPOOLS. 

5.  Carbolic  Acid  Solution. — Mix  one  pint  of 
carbolic  acid  with  two  and  a  half  gallons  of 
water. 

Standard  solution,  No.  4,  diluted  with 
three  parts  of  water,  may  also  be  used  in  the 
proportion  of  one  gallon  (of  the  solution  i  to 
every  four  (estimated)  of  the  contents  of  ilie 
vault.  Standard  solution.  No.  1,  would  re- 
fjuire  to  be  use<l  gallon  for  gallon  of  the  ma- 
terial to  be  (iisiiifecte<l.  Dry  chloride  of  lime 
may  be  sprinkled  over  the  contents  of  a 
privy,  or  standard  solution,  No.  2,  may  be 
made  up  by  tlie  barrel,  and  four  or  live  gal- 
lons be  applied  daily  during  an  epidemic. 

TO  DISINFECT  THE  SICK  CHAMBER. 

The  room  must  be  vacated.  The  paper 
should  all  be  carefully  scraped  from  the 
walls.  Thorough  ventilation  for  several 
days,  and  thorough  washing  of  all  surfaces 
with  one  of  the  (lisiiifecting  solutions,  say, 
one  pint  of  standard  solution,  No.  4,  to  four 
gallons  'of  water,  or  a  quarter  of  a  pint  of 
solution  of  hypochlorite  of  soda  to  a  gallon 
of  water.  The  walls  and  ceiling,  if  plas- 
tered, should  be  washed  with  this,  and  then 
whitewashed.  All  dust  must  be  carefully 
washed  (not  brushed  nor  swept)  away  from 
ledges,  cracks,  corners  and  crevicss. 

SULPHUR  FUMIGATION. 

To  use  this  effectively,  two  pounds  of  sul- 
phur should  be  burned  in  a  room  ten  feet 
square.  Every  ojiening  in  the  room — flues, 
doors,  windows,  cracks,  and  cre\ices — must 
be  closed,  except  the  door  by  which  the  dis- 
infector  is  to  escape  ;  closet  doors  and  bureau 
drawers  should  be  opened  wide,  and  all 
woolen  articles  in  the  room  during  the  sick- 
ness, hung  on  lines,  being  spread  out  and 
opened  up  as  much  as  possible.  The  suljihur 
is  to  be  burned  in  an  iron  kettle  or  other 
vessel  set  in  a  tub  containing  a  little  water 
to  guard  against  fire.  A  little  alcMjhol  or 
kerosene  must  be  poured  upon  the  suljihur, 
by  means  of  which  it  may  be  ignited.  Lea\e 
the  room  quickly,  for  the  fuuies  are  highly 
poisonous  when  breathed,  and  close  the 
door  tightly.  Let  the  room  remain  closed 
twenty-four  hours  or  more.  Then  air  thor- 
oughly for  several  days.

ITS   AREA.  ALTITUDE,  TOPOGRAPHY,  PARKS   ARD    STREETS. 


The  present  city  of  Philadelphia  (embrae- 
iiia:  the  county  ofPhiladelphia,  having-  been 
eiuisolidated  with  numenius  townships  in 
is.jl)  ciiutaiiis  r_",i.t  siiuare  miles  of  territory, 
ins  iif  which  lie  between  and  north  of  the 
Juiietion  of  the  Schuylkill  and  Delaware 
Kivers  and  lil.-l  on  the  west  side  of  the 
Schuylkill.  There  are  five  miles  of  wharves 
and  docks  on  the  Delaware  River  front  and 
four  miles  of  wharves  on  the  Schuylkill 
front.  The  altitude  of  the  citv  aiiove  inean 
sea  level,  in  feet,  is :  at  Broad  and  Market 
streets,  +-l,s.7:52.  Highest,  +446;  lowest,  +2; 
avera,t;e,  +110. 

Tlu>  Delaware  River  is  navigable  for  18 
miles,  anil  in  front  of  the  city  has  a  channel 
:;.")  to  id  feet  in  depth  at  low  water.  The 
Schuylkill  River  is  navigable  for  eight  miles 
from  its  mouth  to  Fairmount  Dam,  aliove 
which  it  is  not  navigal)le.  The  Unile<l  States 
Navy  Yard,  at  League  Island,  is  located  at 
the  junction  of  the  Schuylkill  and  Delaware. 

TOPOGRAPHY  OF  THE  CITY. 

About  four  siiuare  miles  of  the  southern 
portion  of  the  city  is  below  tide,  and  is  used 
for  truck  farms.  From  this  the  surface  rises 
in  elevation  northward,  the  summit  between 
tlie  two  rivers  lying  near  the  Scluiylkill 
(along  Kidge  avenue)  to  Laurel  IJiU  Ceme- 
tery and  ailing  (iermantowai  aveinie  in  the 
viliage  of  (iermantown.  It  is  rolling,  and  is 
iiiteisected  by  many  alirupt  channels  and 
creeks  and  small  streams.  The  \\issahickon 
Creek  is  in  a  narrow  rocky  gorge,  and  the 
banks  of  the  Scluiylkill  River  above  Fair- 
moinit  are  rocky  lilull's. 

One-fourth  of  tlie  a,rea,  near  the  north  and 
wi'st.  bmuidaries,  is  farm  land,  open,  with 
many  villages  and  very  little  timlier.  This 
also  apiilies  to  all  territory  within  a  radius 
of  live  miles  of  the  City  Hall.  About  fifty 
square  miles  is  suburban  land,  undergoing 
city  imitrovements,  and  forty  square  miles 
of  urban  territory,  the  greater  portion  being 
north  of  the  City  Hall. 

EI,EV.\TIONS  OF  THE  SURFACE. 

In  elevation  the  surface  slopes  to  the  north- 
west from  lU  feet  above  sea  level  in  the 
southern  portion,  with  mouuils  rising  to  125 
and  ;iu  feet  to  49  feet  at  Citv  Hall,  with  a 
height  of  12  feet  east  thereof  at  the  Delaware 
Ki\er  and  1U9  feet  west  thereof  near  the  city 
liiinndary;  at  the  northern  boundary,  wes"t 
I  if  the  Schuylkill  River,  and  near  the"  latter, 
ilCiU  feet;  at  the  river,  1;')  feet;  the  villages 
iif  Manayunk  and  Roxborough,  on  Itidge 
axeiuie,  :',10  feet ;  Chestnut  Hill,  4l('i;  Mount 
.■\iry,  :',7il ;  i  iermantown,  2(10  toliOO  :  Nicetown, 
i:;n;  liranclittiwn,  22()-.  I'ittville,  2ri,-l :  olnev, 
]:>.=>;  Fraidd'ord,  ;tt  to  fio ;  llolmeslmrg,  NO; 
Volunteertown,  1.59;  Crescentville,  21G;  Bus- 
tleton,  12t') ;  Fox  Chase,  21U. 

CHARACTER  OF  THE  SUBSOII.. 

The  city  is  ui)on  gneiss  rock,  rising  in  ele- 
vaticm  with  tlie  tojiography  of  the  surface. 
In  the  bend  of  the  lielaware  River  there  is 
about  (id  feet  of  river  mud  upon  gravel. 
On  the  Schuylkill  liiver,  at  Point  Breeze,  the 


surface  is  gravel  and  clay,  96  feet  to  rock ; 
Mittlin  street,  at  the  Delaware  River,  sand 
and  gravel,  40  feet  to  rock;  Smith's  Island, 
in  the  Delaware  River,  70  feet  of  sand,  clay 
and  gravel,  161  feet  to  rock;  Broad  and  Wal- 
nut streets,  clay,  gravel  and  sand,  50  feet  to 
rock.  The  rock  appears  on  the  surface  at 
Woodland  Cemetery  and  at  the  bottom  of 
the  Schuylkill  River,  say  thirty  feet  below 
the  river  banks,  to  Fairmount,  where  it 
reaches  the  surface  and  rises  forty  feet  above 
the  river.  In  the  greater  portion  of  the  city, 
west  and  north  of  a  line  from  Woodland 
Cemetery  to  Franktbrd,  the  rock  frequently 
appears  on  the  surface,  being  only  covered 
by  from  ten  to  fifteen  feet  of  clay  ;  southeast 
of  this  line,  from  Frankford  avenue  and 
Beach  street  to  the  United  States  Arsenal  at 
Bridesliurg,  the  formation  is  a  deposit  of 
gravel  and  sand,  aliont  fifty  feet  in  depth, 
near  the  Delaware  River. 

SEWERAGE,   PARKS,    ETC. 

There  are  is:',  cemeteries  in  and  aliout  Phila- 
delphia. Up  to.lanuary,  l.sod,  there  had  been 
367.9  miles  of  sewers  laid,  with  eighty  out- 
lets, generally  discharging  into  the  Dela- 
ware River  and  into  the  Schuylkill  below 
Fainmaint  Dam.  Since  Consulidation  over 
;?<sd,d(.in,ddd  has  been  spent  in  sewer  building, 
in  addition  tn  the  ]iresent  average  annual 
cost  of  maintenance  of  S25,()d0. 

The  city  has  ele\eu  jiarks  of  a  total  area 
of  2.S.S4.52'  acres,  of  which  2791,-;,  acres  are 
comprised  in  Fairmount  Park  (o'dl  of  them 
covered  by  water),  making  it  much  the 
largest  in  the  country. 

About  700  miles  of  streets  and  alleys  are 
paved,  and  the  total  length  of  streets,  "alleys 
and  roads  open  and  in  u.se  by  the  city  is  over 
1150  miles. 

Why  1900  is  Not  a  I/cap  Year. 

The  following  explanation  will  show  you 
why  the  year  19(A)  will  not  Ix'  counted  among 
lea]i  years  :  The  yt'ar  is  ;',()5  days,  5  hours  and 

49  minutes  long;  11  minutes  are  taken  every 
year  to  make  "the  year  3()5'.j  days  long,  and 
every  fourth  year  we  have  an  extra  day. 
This  was  Julius  Caesar's  arrangement.  Y<iu 
may  ask  :  "  Where  do  these  eleven  minutes 
come  from'?"  They  come  from  the  future, 
and  are  paid  by  oinitting  lea])  year  every  100 
years.  But  if  leap  year  is  omitted  regularly 
every  100  years,  in  the  cimrse  of  100  years  it 
is  found  that  the  eleven  minutes  taken  each 
year  will  not  only  have  been  paid  back,  but 
that  a  whole  day  will  have  been  given  up. 

50  Pope  Gregory  XIII.,  who  improved  on 
Ca'sar's  calendar  in  1582,  decreed  that  every 
centurial  year  divisible  by  four  should  be  "a 
lea])  year  after  all.  So  we  borrow  eleven 
minutes  each  year,  mure  than  ]>aying  our 
borrowings  hack  by  niiiilliug  three  leaji  years 
in  three  centurial  years,  and  sipiare  mat- 
ters by  having  a  leap  year  in  the  fourth 
centurial  year.  Pope  Gregory's  arrangement 
is  so  exact,  and  the  borrowing  and  paying 
bark  balanced  so  nicely,  that  we  borrow 
more  than  we  pay  back  to  the  extent  of  only 
one  day  in  8866  years.— «S'?.  Lauis  Hipuhlican. 


Oddjjishes  9nd  (onfections. 


Staother ed  Figs.— Three  cupfnls  of  rich 
milk,  one  fuplul  of  sugar,  a  <lessertsiiooiil'ul 
i)f  butter,  two  well-heaton  egs-s  and  two 
teaspoonfu4s  of  eorn-starch.  ]ioil  the  milk 
and  pour  it  over  the  ingredients,  adding 
the  cornstarch  last,  mixed  smooth  in  a 
small  quantity  of  milk.  Put  a  little  of  the 
cream  in  a  glass  dish  and  cover  it  with 
sliced  tigs;  add  more  cream  and  another 
layer  of  tigs.  Cover  the  top  with  a  meringue, 
and  serve  cold.  Any  flavoring  desired  "can 
be  used  in  the  cream. 

I/iver  with  Chestnuts.— Boil  the  livers 
from  two  fowls  or  a  turkey.  When  tender, 
mash  them  tine.  Boil  one  pint  of  shelled 
chestntits  until  soft.  Blanch  and  mash  them 
to  a  s)uooth  paste.  Rub  the  chestnuts  and 
liver  through  a  puree  strainer.  Season  to 
t^iste  with  salt,  pepper  and  lemon-juice,  and 
moisten  with  melted  butter.  Spread  the 
paste  on  bread,  like  sandwiches,  or  add 
enotigh  chicken  stock  to  make  a  puree. 
Heat  again  and  season  with  salt,  pepper 
and  lemon-juice. 

X/SLtabs  Tongues  (Stewed). — Six 
tongues,  three  hea]>ing  taMesimonfuls  of 
butter,  one  large  onion,  two  slices  of  carrot, 
three  slices  of  white  turnip,  three  table- 
spoonfuls  of  flour,  salt,  ])epper,  a  quart  of 
water,  and  a  bunch  of  sweet  herbs.  Put 
the  butter  and  the  sliced  vegetables  in  the 
stewpan  and  cook  slowly  for  lifteen  minutes ; 
then  add  the  flour  and  cook  until  brown, 
stirring  well  all  the  while  to  jirevent  it  from 
Ijurning.  Stir  the  water  into  this,  and  when 
it  lioils  u]!  add  the  tongues,  which  must  have 
Ijcen  previously  boiled  fov  an  hour;  salt, 
pepper  and  herbs.  Simmer  gently  for  two 
hours.  Place  the  tongues  in  the  centre  of  a 
hot  dish ;  arrange  the  vegetables  around 
them,  strain  the  gravy,  and  pour  over  all. 
Garnish  with  parsley,  and  serve. 

Coffee  Parfait.— Whip  one  quart  of  good 
cream  to  a  stitf  froth.  In  warm  weather  it 
must  be  made  very  cold  or  there  is  danger 
of  churning  it  to  a  butter.  As  fast  as  you 
whip  it  lay  it  on  a  sieve  to  drairt.  Then  tiirn 
it  into  a  basin,  add  a  half  cup  of  powdered 
sugar  and  tive  tablespoonfuls  of  the  best 
essence  of  coffee.  Mix  lightly,  and  turn  it 
into  a  melon-shaped  mold.  Pack  it  in  salt 
and  ice,  cover,  and  stand  away  for  two 
hours.  AVhen  ready  to  serve,  wipe  the  mold 
off  with  a  warm,  damp  towel,  and  turn  it 
out.  It  should  be  frozen  about  three  inches 
quite  hard,  and  soft  in  the  centre.  A  sli]") 
of  muslin  dipped  in  melted  butter  bound 
over  the  lid  crevice  will  prevent  the  salt 
from  entering  the  mold. 

Jellied  Oysters.- Carefully  remove  all 
bits  of  shell  from  two  dozen  "large  oysters 
and  strain  their  lirnior  free  from  .sand.  Put 
it  over  the  tire  to  heat,  with  a  stick  of  cin- 
namon, the  thinly-cut  yellow  rind  of  two 
lemons,  and  a  blade  of  mace,  and  let  it 
scald,  removing  all  scum  that  rises.  Squeeze 
and  strain  the  lemon-juice.  Just  as  the  oyster 
liquor  boils  put  in  the  oysters,  and  the  mo- 
ment their  edges  curl  skim  them  out  and 
drain  them  on  a  towel.  Dissolve  an  ounce 
of  isinglass  in  the  hot  oyster  liquor,  and 
then  add  the  lemon-juice,  strain  it,  and  let 


It  begin  to  thicken  by  cooling.  In  the  bottom 
of  a  plain  tin  mold  cool  half  an  inch  of  the 
liquid  jelly.  Lay  several  oysters  upon  it 
without  touching,  and  pour  over  them  by 
the  teaspoonful  enough  of  the  jelly  to  cover 
them  about  half  an  inch.  PrJiceed  in  this 
way  to  till  the  niohl  with  alternate  layers 
of  oysters  and  jelly,  and  then  cool  until  the 
jelly  can  be  turned  from  the  mold  solid.  In 
warm  weather  it  will  be  necessary  to  use 
ice  to  harden  the  jelly. 

Potted  Tongue.— Pound  cold  boiled 
tongue  to  a  naste,  and  sea.son  with  salt, pepper 
and  a  speck  of  cayenne.  To  each  pint  of 
the  paste  add  one"  tables] loonful  of  butter 
and  one  teaspoonful  of  mixed  nmstard.  Pack 
closely  in  little  stone  jars.  Place  these  in  a 
moderate  oven  in  a  pan  of  hot  water.  Cook 
half  an  hour.  When  cool  cover  the  tongue 
with  melted  butter.     Cover  and  put  away. 

Sweetbread  Salad.— As  soon  as  the 
sweetbreads  are  brought  home,  plinige  them 
into  scalding  water,  slightly  salted,  and 
allow  them  to  remain  there  for  ten  minutes. 
Then  lay  in  iced  water  to  whiten  them. 
\\hen  entirely  cold  cook  them  for  tifteen 
minutes  in  saUed  boiling  water.  Wipe  them 
dry  and  lay  them  on  the  ice  until  they  are 
cold  and  crisp,  w  hen  they  may  be  cut  "with 
a  sharp  knife  into  slices.  Line  your  salad- 
bowl  with  lettuce-leaves;  lay  the  sliced 
sweetbreads  upon  these,  and  cover  thickly 
with  mayonnaise  dressing. 

Pot-Cheese  Salad.— Begin  by  making 
your  mayonnaise  ;  and  arrange  your  lettuce 
leaves  on  a  large,  flat  dish.  iJreak,  with  the 
bowl  of  a  spoon,  the  pot-cheese  into  small 
crumbs,  and  when  this  is  done  moisten  it 
gradually  with  the  mayonnaise  dressing — 
rubbing  "and  blending  i"t  all  together  into  a 
creamy  mass.  When  the  iiot-chee.se  has 
reached  this  state,  drop  a  tablespoonful  of 
it  upon  each  lettuce-leaf.  Set  the  dish  on  the 
ice  long  enough  to  chill  the  contents  thor- 
oughly, and  serve. 

Fruit  Salad.— One  cup  of  Malaga  grapes, 
three  bananas,  three  oranges,  one  cup  of 
English  walnut  kernels,  one  bunch  of  celery, 
one  head  of  lettuce.  Mayonnaise  dressing. 
This  .salad  mu.vt  be  prepared  by  the  house- 
keeper her.self,  as  it  is  such  a  "dainty  dish 
that  a  hireling  would  be  apt  to  slight  it,  and 
make  a  failure  of  what  might  otherwise  be 
a  temptation  to  the  most  fastidious  gourmet. 
The  only  tedious  part  of  the  operation  is 
skinning  the  grapes. 

Orange-Flower     Preserve.— Free    the 

petals  fr(jm  stems  and  leaves.  Throw  them 
into  boiling  water  in  the  preserving  kettle, 
and  let  them  boil  again.  Then  drain  them. 
Lay  them  between  the  folds  of  a  soft,  thick 
cloth,  and  press  the  moisture  from  them. 
After  these  scalded  petals  are  weighed,  to 
each  pound  add  two  pounds  of  loaf  sugar. 
Put  it  over  the  tire  in  a  preserving  kettle, 
with  a  gill  of  cold  water  and  the  juice  of  a 
lemon,  and  boil  it  until  it  begins  to  thicken 
if  cooled  upon  a  spoon.  Then  boil  the  petals 
in  it  for  ten  minutes,  or  less  if  they  begin  to 
change  color.  Then  cool  all  together  and 
put  up  like  other  preserves. 
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Ices  9nd  Ice  (regn)s. 


Italian  Sherbet  Ice  Cream.— Put  the 

yelks  of  six  eggs,  with  a  (U-sserts|i()onful  of 
orange  flower  water,  orcrispoil  orange  flow- 
ers iu  powder,  into  two  quarts  of  eream,  and 
boil  it  up  once  in  a  covered  saucepan  ;  tlieu 
pass  it  through  a  sieve,  add  to  it  three-quar- 
ters of  a  pound  of  powdered  sugar,  and  as 
soon  as  it  is  jjerfeelly  dissolved  pour  the 
whole   into  an  ice-pot,  which   place  in  a 

t'TCC/.VT. 

Tea  Ice  Cream.— Pour  over  four  table- 
sjiooufuls  of  old  Hyson  tea  a  pint  of  cream, 
scald  in  a  custard  kettle,  or  by  placing  the 
dish  containing  it  iu  a  kettle  of  boiling 
water  :  remove  from  the  fire  and  let  it  stand 
live  minutes,  strain  it  into  a  pint  of  cold 
cream,  i)Ut  it  on  to  scald  again,  and  when 
hot  mix  with  four  eggs  and  three-quarters 
of  a  ]iouud  of  sugar  well-beaten  together; 
let  it  cool,  and  freeze. 

Chocolate  Ice  Cream.— Dissolve  the 
chocolate  (Co/.)  in  a  little  water  on  a  slow 
lire;  wlu'ii  ]iroi)erly  iloue,  mix  it  witli  a  pint 
ol'  cream,  three  yelks  of  new-laid  eggs  and 
about  <')nc-lialf  jioiind  of  sugar. 

Mille  Fruits  Ice  Cream.— Half  a  gal- 
lon of  new  milk,  live  eggs,  ami  four  teacui)- 
fiils  of  white  sugar;  strain  anil  jiotir  iiUo  the 
freezer;  as  soon  as  it  begins  to  freeze  aihl  one 
jiound  of  raisins,  one  pint  ]ireserved  stniw- 
lierries  or  cherries,  one  jiound  elio]iped  al- 
monds, one  grated  cocoauut,  one  pound  of 
currants,  ami  freeze. 

Rock  Ice  Cream.— To  each  quart  of  milk 
use  live  I'gu's  and  one-half  pound  of  sugar ; 
beat  the  eggs  and  sngiir  togethc'r  (  whites  and 
velks  se)ianitcl\-i  :  after  boiling  the  milk  jiour 
it  o\-er  the  sugar  and  eggs,  be.atingall  at  the 
same  time;  tlieii  |>wt  it  on  the  lire  again,  and 
as  soon  .'is  it  llii<-kens  take  olfand  strain  into 
the  freezer  to  cool  ;  when  cold  a<ld  one  jiint 
of  tTeam,  flavored  with  extract  or  es.seuce 
of  vanilla,  rose,  cinnamon,  etc.  In  places 
where  cream  is  not  abundant  this  recipe 
(though  inferior  in  richness)  will  be  found 
more  economical  than  the  iircceiling  ones. 
It  is,  however,  less  easy  and  expeditious. 

Ordinary  Ice  Cream. — A  quart  of  rich 
cri'ani,  Ijoiled  and  set  away  till  cold,  one-half 
jiound  of  po\vdere<l  loaf  sugar,  the  .juice  of 
two  large  lemons,  or  a  pint  of  strawberries 
or  ras|^berl■ies,  or  an  ounce  of  bitter  almonds, 
blanciuMi  and  pounded  in  a  mortar  with  rose 
water.  I'nt  the  cream  into  a  broad  ])an. 
Then  stir  in  the  sugar  by  degrees,  and  when 
all  is  well  mixeii,  straii'i  it  through  a  sieve, 
rut  it  into  an  ice-|iot  or  tin  that  has  a  close 
co\-er  and  set  it  iu  a  tub.  Fill  the  tub  with 
ice  broken  into  very  small  liieees,  and  strew 
aiiionir  the  ice  ,a  la  rue  (|ii.iniity  of  s.ilt,  taking 
care  that  none  of  the  s:i  It  L:f  Is  into  I  he  cream. 

Sci:i|ie  the  cream  down   with  a  s| n  as  it 

freezes  round  the  edges  <]f  t  he  iee-i.ot.  While 
the  cream  is  freezing,  stir  in  gr.adiially  th(^ 
lemon  juice,  or  the  juiei'  of  a  jiiiit  of  mashed 
strawberries  or  raspberries.  When  it  is  all 
frozen  dip  the  tin  in  water;  take  out  the 
cream,  and  fill  the  ice-platos  or  glasses,  but 
not  till  a  few  miinites  Ijcfore  re(|uired  foriisc, 
as  it  will  very  soon  melt.  A  little  cochineal 
can  be  added  to  heighten  the  C()lor  of  the  red 
fruit,  or,  if  almond  llavoring  be  desired,  stir 
in  the  beaten  and  lilaiu;lied  almonds  gradu- 
ally while  the  t'ream  is  freezing. 


Peach  Ice  Cream.— Take  very  soft  ripe 
peaches,  to  each  quart  after  being  mashed 
add  a  jiint  of  cream  and  a  ])int  of  rich  new 
milk  ;  stir  it  well,  and  fluish  as  direi^ted  for 
onlinary  ice  cream.  If  necessary,  one-half 
ounce  of  gelatine  can  be  dissolved  and  mixed 
iu,  l)iit  it  is  licttt'r  without. 

Barberry  Ice  Cream.— Put  a  large  spoon- 
ful of  biirberry  jam  into  a  pint  of  cream ;  add 
the  juice  of  a  lemon  and  a  little  cochineal, 
then  put  it  into  the  ice-pot  to  freeze. 

Chocolate  Water  Ice.— Take  three  oz. 
of  eliocolale,  warm  it,  and  mix  with  it  half 
a  gill  ofsynip  and  half  a  jiint  of  water;  mix 
it  well  and  freeze  it  thick. 

Barberry  Water  Ice.— Put  some  barber- 
ries iiUo  a  i^an  without  water;  set  them  over 
a  gentle  lire,  stirring  them  constantly;  when 
Avarm,  ]iass  tlnnji  thr<iugh  a  sieve  into  a  pan, 
add  to  the  li(|nor  claritied  sugar  ;  if  too  tliiek, 
put  a  little  water  Imt  no  lemon  juice,  as  the 
barberries  are  siitlieiently  acid  without;  then 
]iut  it  into  the  ieeqKit  U>  congeal. 

Cherry  Ice  (Fresh  Fruit).— Take  the 
stones  and  stalks  ti'om  two  pounds  of  ripe 
cherries,  brnise  anil  set  them  on  the  lire  with 
a  little  water,  and  ouedialf  jKanid  of  sugar. 
When  they  have  boileil,  pass  them  through  a 
hair  sieve  into  an  earthenw  are  pan.  Pound 
a  handfid  of  the  kernels;  jiut  them  in  a  basin 
with  the  jince  of  two  lemons.  Add  to  the 
cherriesa  pound  of  sugar  in  syru]>,  and  strain 
on  them  the  lemon  juice  and  kernels;  mix 
the  whole  together,  and  put  it  in  an  ice-pot 
with  pounded  ice.  '\\'ork  the  cherries  up 
^\hh  it  well  until  it  has  set,  then  place  it  in 
glasses. 

Bergamot  Water  Ice.— Stir  together  the 
juice  t)f  three  leriions,  two  gills  of  .syrup,  half 
a  ]iiut  of  water,  anil  half  a  teaspoonful  of 
es.seuce  of  bergamot ;  strain  and  freeze  it. 

Juniper  Berry  Ice.— 1  nfnse  si  mie  junijier 
berries  in  warm  water,  or  take  about  a  hand- 
ful of  the  berries  and  boil  tliem  a  moment 
with  a  jiiut  of  water,  one-half  pound  sugar, 
and  a  bit  of  cinnamon  ;  sift  through  a  sieve,' 
and  finish  the  sanu'  as  before. 

Grape  Ice.— Take  rijie  grapes;  y)ick  them 
from  their  stalks;  pass  tliem  thnmgh  a  sieve; 
mix  some  sugar  w  it  h  the  jtiice  of  four  lemons 
squei'zeil  ni)on  it,  pa.ss  the  whole  together  a 
f^ecoud  lime  through  it  sie\e,  then  freeze  it. 

Orange  Water  Ice.— Pare  very  thinly 
the  rind  from  two  Si'ville  oranges,  squeeze 
the  juice  into  a  basin  with  one  lemon,  add 
half'a  jiiut  of  claritied  syruyi  and  half  a  jiint 
of  water;  pass  through  a  sieve  and  fn^eze  as 
usual.  Aiiiithir  inii/:  Three  quarts  of  water, 
four  jionnds  sugar,  one  ijuart  orange  juice, 
and  the  juice  of  two  lemons;  this  requires  a 
dozen  and  a  half  juicy  oranges.  Lemon, 
strawberry  or  ras|iberry  can  be  made  in  the 
same  manner,  using  the  fruit  juices  or 
extr.acts. 

Pineapple  Ice.— Water  and  sugar  the 
same  as  almve  one  and  a  half  ]iints  of  pine- 
apple, a  gill  of  orange,  and  half  a  gill  of 
lemon  juices  (this  n'qiiires  two  large  pines, 
six  oranges,  and  three  lemons).  The  pine- 
apple juice  is  J  ire]  la  red  thus:  Select  bird's-eye 

pines,  take  mU   the  eoi- ■  heart,  which  is 

bitter,  mash  and  strain  the  \>\\\]i,  usingimnie- 
diately,  as  it  (|uickly  darkens.  Six  quarts 
of  ices  are  iirodticed  by  the  aiiove  recipes. 
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FOOD  FOR  TH:^  sick. 


Oysters.— Oysters  raw  or  cooked  are  gen- 
erally excellent  diet  for  the  sick,  but  care 
should  be  taken  in  preparing  them  not  to 
have  them  too  rich  or  highly  seasoned.  A 
very  good  way  to  serve  them  is  to  place  them 
in  a"  colandar,  pour  over  a  teacupful  of  water, 
drain,  place  the  liquor  in  a  saucepan,  let 
come  to  a  boil,  and  skim;  pour  ott  into  a 
heated  dish,  wipe  out  the  saucepan,  put  in 
the  oysters,  pour  the  liquor  over,  beat  an  egg 
in  half  a  teacupful  of  cream,  thicken  with 
cracker  dust,  season  with  salt  and  pepper. 

Raw  Egg:.— Break  a  fresh  egg  in  a  glass, 
beat  very  light,  ad<l  a  tablesponnful  of  wine, 
sweetenancl  grate  nutmeg  over  the  top. 

Blanc-Mange.  —  One  tablespoouful  of 
moss  farine  dissolved  in  a  quart  of  new  milk, 
sweeten  to  taste,  stir  in  a  beaten  egg,  and 
flavor. 

Oat  Meal  Blanc-Mange. —  Put  two 
tablespoDiifuls  of  oat  meal,  wet  with  cold 
water,  into  one  pint  of  milk ;  let  simmer 
gently  for  two  hours;  sweeten  and  flavor 
with  nutmeg. 

Oat  Meal  Porridge.— Put  as  much  water 
in  a  saucepan  as  needed ;  let  it  boil,  and  stir 
in  oatmeal  to  thicken;  salt,  let  boil  ten  min- 
utes, and  pour  in  some  boiling  water;  let 
simmer  one  hour. 

Cerealine  Flakes.— Boil  a  pint  of  milk, 
thicken  with  cerealine  flakes,  boil  one  min- 
ute, sweeten  and  flavor;  eat  with  cream. 

Crust  Coflfee.— Toast  bread  very  brown, 
pour  on  boiling  water,  strain,  ad"d  sugar, 
CR'am  and  nutmeg. 

Perched  Rice.— Cook  half  a  cup  of 
porcho<l  rice  in  one  pint  of  milk;  serve  with 
milk  and  sugar. 

Buttermilk  Stew.— Boil  one  pint  of  but- 
termilk,  sweeten,  and  stir  in  a  tablespoouful 
of  butter  ;  add  ginger  to  flavor  and  honey  to 
sweeten. 

Wine  Whey.— Put  half  a  pint  of  milk  over 
the  tire,  and  as  soon  as  it  begins  to  boil  pour 
slowly  into  it  a  glass  of  sherry  wine,  mixed 
with  two  tablesiioonfnls  of  white  sugar; 
grate  niUmeg  in  it ;  let  boil  and  take  from 
the  tire  :  when  cool,  strain. 

Milk  Punch. — Pour  two  tablespoonfuls  of 
g(.ioil  Ijramly  into  six  talilespoonfuls  of  milk; 
add  three  ta'lilesjiooufuls  of  sugar  and  a  little 
nutmeg.     Very  strengthening. 

Mulled  Buttermilk.— Put  a  pint  of  fresh 
buttermilk  on  to  boil ;  add  a  beaten  egg ;  let 
boil  up  once. 

Rice  Jelly.— INIix  two  teasjioonfuls  of  rice 
with  a  lillle  C(.ild  water,  then  add  a  coflee- 
cujiful  of  boiling  water;  sweeten  to  taste; 
boil  it  until  transi.arent ;  flavor  witli  cinna- 
mon bark  ;  molil  it  and  set  it  in  a  cold  ]ilace. 

Tapioca  Pudding.— Soak  one  cupful  of 
tapioca  four  or  Ave  hours  in  a  quart  of  water; 
sweeten  it,  and  set  in  a  pan  of  boiling  water 
to  cook  until  clear;  stir  frequently;  when 
done,  squeeze  in  the  juice  and  grate  in  the 
rind  of  one  lemon  ;  pour  into  set  molds  ;  eat 
with  cream  and  sugar. 

Milk  Porridge.— Boil  a  pint  of  milk; 
throw  in  an  ounce  of  stoned  raisins ;  let  sim- 
mer until  they  are  tender ;  thicken  the  milk 
with  a  teaspo'onful  of  cornstarch  :  take  from 
the  tire  and  stir  in  the  well-beaten  while  c  ifan 
egg ;  sweeten,  and  grate  over  a  little  nutmeg. 

Milk  Toast.— toast  slices  of  stale  light 
bread  from  which  the  crust  has  been 
trimmed  ;  spread  with  butter,  and  pour  over 
a  teacupful  of  boiling  milk,  thickened  with 
a  little  cornstarch  ;  serve  immediately. 


P0TT:eD  m:kats  and  fish. 


For  potting  one  should  have  small  stone 
or  earthen  jars,  a  little  larger  at  the  toji  than 
at  the  bottom,  so  that  the  meat  may  be  taken 
out  whole  and  then  cut  in  thin  slices.  All 
kinds  of  cooked  meats  and  tish  can  be  potted. 
The  meat  must  of  course  be  well  cooked  and 
tender,  so  that  it  can  be  readily  pounded  to 
a  paste.  Of  the  Hsh,  salmon  and  halilait  are 
the  best  for  potting.  When  the  jiotted  meat 
or  fish  is  to  be  served  scrape  oflall  tlie  butler, 
run  a  knife  lietween  the  meat  and  the  jar, 
and  when  the  meat  is  loosened  turn  it  out  on 
a  dish.  Cut  it  in  thin  slices  and  garnish  with 
parsley,  or  serve  it  whole  and  slice  it  at  the 
table.  The  butter  that  covered  meats  can 
be  used  for  basting  roasted  meats,  and  that 
which  covered  fish  can  be  used  for  basting 
baked  fish. 

Potted  Chicken.— One  quart  of  cold 
roasteil  chicken,  one  cupful  of  cold  boiled 
ham,  tViur  talilespoonfuls  of  butter,  a  speck 
of  cayenne,  a  slight  grating  of  nutmeg,  and 
two  teaspoonfuls'of  salt.  Free  the  chicken 
of  skin  and  bones.  Cut  it  and  the  ham  in 
fine  pieces ;  chop  and  pound  to  a  paste  ;  add 
the  butter.and  seasoning,  and  pack  solidly 
in  small  stone  pots.  Cover  these  and  ]ilace 
them  in  a  pan  of  hot  water,  which  put  in  a 
moderate  oven  for  an  hour.  When  the  meat 
is  cold  cover  with  melted  butter  and  put 
away  in  a  cool,  dry  place. 

Marbled  Veal. — Trim  all  the  roots  and 
tough  jiarts  from  a  Ixjiled  jiickled  tongue, 
which  clio]>  and  pound  to  a  paste.  Have  two 
quarts  of  cold  roasted  or  broiled  vealchojiped 
and  jiouuded  to  a  paste.  Mix  two  table- 
spoonfuls  of  butter  and  a  speck  of  cayenne 
with  the  tongue,  and  with  the  veal  mix  four 
tablespoonfuls  of  butter,  one  of  salt,  one- 
fourth  of  a  teaspoonful  of  pejiper,  and  a  speck 
of  mace.  Butter  a  deeii  earthen  dish.  Put 
a  layer  of  veal  in  it  and  pack  down  soli<lly. 
Then  put  spoonfuls  of  the  tongue  here  and 
there  on  the  veal,  and  fill  \\\>  the  sjiaees  with 
veal.  Continue  this  until  all  the  nu'at  has 
been  used,  and  pack  very  solidly.  Cover  the 
dish  and  place  it  in  the  oven  in  a  pan  of 
water.  Cook  one  hour.  When  cold  jxiur 
melted  bvitter  over  it.    Cover  and  set  away. 

Calf's  I/iver.— In  a  souji-pot  fry  several 
slices  of  salt  jiork  until  the  fat  is  extracted, 
then  fry  a  calf's  liver  in  this  fat,  browning 
well  ujion  both  sides.  Now  add  some  rich, 
highly-seasoned  soup  stock,  and  cook  slowly, 
closely  covered,  until  very  tender.  Remove 
the  liver  to  an  earthen  dish,  pour  the  gravy 
over  it,  and  allow  it  to  stand  until  cold. 
Mince  fine  and  pound  to  a  jiaste,  adding 
sutticient  gravy  to  moisten  well.  Work  in  a 
couple  of  tablespoonfuls  of  melted  butter 
and  a  little  leuKjn  juice.  Kub  it  through  a 
wire  sieve,  then  pack  in  small  I'artheii  dishes 
and  cover  with  nu'lted  butter  to  exi'lude  the 
air.  In  case  one  has  no  soup  stock  at  hand, 
substitute  water,  and  add  vegetables,  herl)S 
and  spices,  as  in  making  soup  stock.  In  this 
ca.se  more  butter  should  lie  used  in  mixing 
the  paste  ;  but  even  then  it  will  not  be  as  fine 
and  richly  flavored  as  when  prepared  witli 
stock.  If  set  in  a  cold  place,  this  potted 
liver  will  keep  for  weeks.

In  case  of  the  removal,  death,  ivsignatioii,  or  inability  of  both  the  President 
and  Vice-President,  then  the  Secretary  of  Slate  siiall  act  as  President  until  tlie  disability  of 
tlie  PresidiMit  or  Vice-President  isremove"!  or  a  President  is  electeil.  If  tlicre  lie  im  Secretary 
of  State,  then  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  will  act;  and  the  remainder  of  the  urder  of 
successiciii  is:  the  Secretary  of  War,  Attorney-Heiieral,  P(istmaster-(ieiieral,  Secrel.iry  (if  the 
Navy,  and  Secretary  ol  the'lnterior.  Tlie  acting  I'resident  must,  ujidn  taking  dllice,  cduvene 
('ongre.ss,  if  not  at  tiie  lime  In  session,  in  extradi'diiiary  .session,  giving  (\\fiit.\-  days'  iidtice. 
The  act  applies  only  to  such  cabinet  officers  as  shall  have  been  appointed  by  the  a(l\'ice  and 
(■onsent  of  the  Senate  and  are  eligible  under  the  Constitution  to  the  Presidency.

second  horse.  Masher,  b.  c.  by  111  Used,  also 
owned  bv  Mr.  Belmont,  who  in  addition 
received  .■<j.5O0  for  breeding  first  and  second, 
making  his  winnings  S7o,4.50.  Strathmeath, 
the  third  Imrse,  received  $22-50. 

The  Lancashire  plate,  run  at  the  ]\Ianches- 
ter,  Eng.,  September  meeting  of  l>-'^9,  and  won 
bv  the  Duke  of  Portland's  b.  c.  Doiiovan,  was 
w'orth  nearlv  S.80,000  to  the  winner. 

Largest  amount  ever  won  by  an  American 
two-vear  old,  §107,28.5,  His  Highness,  b.  c, 
bv  The  111  Used-Princess;  owned  by  David 
G'ideon,  1891. 

The  greatest  winning  three-year  old  was 
Hanover,  bv  Hindoo.  He  won  twenty  races 
and  $89,827." 
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IMiss  AVoodford,  br.  m.,  foaled  1880,  by  im- 
ported Billet,  dam  Fanny  Jane,  by  Neil  Rob- 
inson, won  more  money  than  any  animal 
that  ever  ran  on  the  American  turf,  winning 
in  five  \'ears  forly-eiglit  races,  worth  5118,970.

Baseball  was  played  without  much  regard 
to  rule  previous  to  l.'^o".  From  that  year  to 
the  elose  of  the  season  of  1875  the  laws  of  the 
National  Assoeiation  governed.  In  1.S71  the 
first  regular  championship  schedule  was 
played.  In  ISTti  the  National  League  was 
organized,  and  in  1881  a  rival  was  born  in 
the  American  Association.  Tlie  Union  Asso- 
ciation was  organized  in  1884  ostensibly  in 
opposition  to  tlie  working  of  the  reserve  rule 
in  the  National  League  and  American  Asso- 
ciation.   It  lasted  but  one  season. 

In  the  fall  of  1889  the  Players'  National 
League  was  organized  as  the  outcome  of  the 
Brotherhood  of  Baseball  Players.  It  proved 
a  financial  failure,  although  good  ball  was 
furnished.  The  Boston  Club  won  the  pen- 
nant with  81  games  won  to  48  lost,  giving  a 
percentage  of  victories  of  628.  The  Brooklyn 
was  second,  and  then  followed  New  York, 
Chicago,  Philadelphia  Pittsburg,  Cleveland 
and  Buffalo  in  the  order  named.  The  gate 
receipts  did  not  pay  salaries,  and  the  capi- 
talists were  obliged  to  go  deep  down  into 
their  pockets  to  satisfy  the  players.  A  joint 
meeting  between  representatives  of  the  Na- 
tional League,  Players'  League  and  American 
Association,  at  the'close  of  the  season  of  1890, 
resulted  in  a  compromise.  It  was  plain  that 
New  York,  Brooklyn,  Pittsburg  and  Cleve- 
land would  not  support  two  clubs,  and  the 
Players'  League  clubs  of  those  cities  were 
consolidated  with  the  National  League 
clubs  bv  means  of  deals  or  purchases,  while 
the  Chicago  Players'  club  was  bought  out. 
The  Boston  and  Philadelphia  Players'  clubs 
joined  the  American  Association.  A  new 
national  agreement  between  the  clubs  of 
the  National  League,  American  Association 
and  Western  Association  was  drawn  up  and 
signed,  only  to  be  broken  a  few  days  later  by 
the  American  'Association  because  of  the 
action  of  the  National  Board  in  awarding 
the  services  of  star  Association  players  to 
League  clubs.  The  Association  went  through 
the  season  of  1891  on  an  independent  basis 
This  resulted  in  increasing  salaries  of  ball 
players,  there  being  sharp  competition  for 
the"ser^^ces  of  the  star  players.
